London, Sept. 14. — Tho Constanti- 
nople oorrospondonls of Kngliali und 
German Liberal papers continue to send 
distressing accounts of the Muhomcdan 
outrages in Armenia, They all agree 
that little good may lie expeeted from 
the commission appointed by the Porte 
to inquire into the horrible crimes which 
(Hailstone recently enumerated in a 
letter to the London Daily News. It is 
an unwritten Turkish law that no Mus- 
sulman shall Le punished for an outrage 
on a Christian, niul no better proof of 
this can be given than in the ease of 
Motissa Hey, the most noted murderer 
n ml thief among the Kurdish chief-;. 
When the order of the Sultan was eoni- 
muniuiited to him to go to Constantino- 
ple, tluit worthy replied that when 
he (flu: messenger) had given him 
back I lie s;,"i,U()U he hud taken from 
him in bribes, he would obey the orders. 
It. happened just at that lime that an 
inspector of justice named Ibrahim Boy 
was in tin: district, ami in an interview 
which lie hud with Moussa Hey he 
plainly informed him that if lie iliil not 
obey the .Sultan's coininanil orders 
would probably be given to have him 
shut. Moussa Bey has more than one 
enemy among the Kurdish Boys, so he 
took the hint ami went to Constanti- 
nople without delay. Siuee his arrival 
there In: has turned informer, ami V;iii, 
the chief of police, anil the head of the 
uflicors of Zapities at Beat ies, have been 
summarily removed from their posts for 
complicity with

So fur, this was well enough; but the 
I'orte has not yet found any honest 
men to take their places, owing to the 
belief that the government is not sin- 
cere in its proposed reforms. .Moussa 
Bey ia still unpunished, and is treated 
with marked distinction by the palace 
officials. Twenty Armenians who came 
to Constantinople in answer to a circu- 
lar from the Porte to give testimony 
against Moussa Hey, have either been 
transported or lodged in prison, so that 
they hove since been unable to commun- 
icate with their friends. This has so 
alarmed the Armenians that very few, 
if any of them, will dare to go before 
the commission. 

The massing of Russian troops on the 
Armenian frontier, and the activity dis- 
played by correspondents in publishing 
their papers with detailed accounts of 
murders and outrages, have alarmed the 
Porte. In Constantinople they are be- 
ginning to understand that this Ar- 
menian business may become very seri- 
ous indeed ; but in the wilds function- 
aries act ies though the end were near, 
ami are profiting by the opportunity to 
plunder ami gratify their passions at tho 
expense of the Christians, without re- 
gard to tin.- consequences to their gov- 
ernment. The Porte undoubtedly re- 
members that the details furnished by 
tho correspondents of the horrors of the 
Tartar Bazurjik in Bulgaria instigated 
Russia to intervene in behalf of the Bui 
gorians. Lord Salisbury has also be- 
come uneasy at the fact that

and may lie tempted to interpose in a 
manner prejudicial to peace, anil the 
English premier has turtle a representa- 
tion of a strong character to tho Porte. 
For eight hundred years the Armenians 
have lived under a dark shadow of Turk- 
ish dominion. From the beginning of 
history their kinsmen, the wild-named 
Kurds, have lived among them. Ar- 
menians have been Christians from a 
very early period, their's being the old- 
est of the national churches. The 
Kurds have long been Mahomedans of 
the Lhute sect, and as such are haters 
of the orthodox Turks in Armenia. The 
Christians and Kurds form the popula- 
tion. The Turks are a handful mainly of 
rulers andotiicials, But the basisofTurk- 
ish law, the foundation of the Turkish 
state, is the doctrine that a believer 
alone possesses the full right of human- 
ity, uiid is alone eligible for the duties 
and functions of citizenship. The Chris- 
tian is an unbeliever and a dog, whose 
existence may be tolerated, hut who can 
have no rights, still less any authority. 
The history of Rouiiiania, Servia and 
Bulgaria before their liberation, and of 
.Macedonia and Crete to day, illustrates 
precisely these same conditions; but the 
Armenians are worse off than their 
European fellows, for they have not 
only the Turks but tho Kurds. During 
the winter the Kurds from the moun- 
tains are quartered on the Armenian 
villages of the plains. 

THE CBItldTIAN POPULATION 
iiiust provide them with everything and 
receive no payment in return. Some of 
tho Kurdish elans are addicted to burn- 
ing, robbery and murder, There are 
Turkish soldiers stationed in the coun- 
try to keep order, but the Armenians 
do not appeal to them, for they add to 
the practices of Kurds others still more 
repulsive. The Armenians wish to be 
governed by Kugland, but that is hard- 
ly practicable. Next to that they 
would like to be govorned by Russia, a 
solution to which there are also objec- 
tions. The ICuropean residents propose 
the appointment of a Christian gover- 
nor, the formation of a local militia and 
the expenditure within the province of 
the revenue collected. These are re- 
forms which the Sultan could really in- 
troduce only at the ruk of his 
throne. A Christian governor ill 
Turkey, is only a pasha, and any dis- 
play nl Christianity on his pan, would 
be intolerable to the Turks, high and 
low, who are the Sultan's only faithful 
subjects. A local militia means an army 
of Christians, a measure which would 
necessarily translate itself into the ex- 
termination of the Turks, at least so the 
Turks understand it. As for spending 
the taxes of Armenia on an Armenian 
administration, that would be to deprive 
the Porte ol' the only good it gets from 
the province— money. Thus there is a 
deadlock. Meanwhile till Russian de- 
liverers arc at the door. But they will 
deliver only when it suits them. The 
only way 

To AVERT A WAR 
which Would follow this, is for the 
I'owers friendly to Turkey to compel 
the I'orte to make a new autonomous 
principality of Bulgaria. Hut at pres- 
ent these Powers are occupied with 
anxieties nearer home. 

There is; an Impression in London po- 
litical circles that the holidays of the 
chief members of the. Government will 

soon und, and that the autumn cabinets 
will begin ut an earlier period this year 
than usual, lint this may be simply 
due to general expectation that the 
Queotl'fl speech next year will set forth 
a programme of mora than ordinary 
Importance. Alter all, the main lines 

of greui measures are moro of toil sotthd 
in confidential omveimlioii at cunii, 
bouses than at formal cabinet meetings. 



Should tho government decide not 
take Mr. Gray's tithe bill in hand next 
session, it will be brought in at the com- 
mencement of the session, either by 
Gray himself or one of the other Con- 
servative members, who have bucked 
the measure. The friends of the bill 
argue that there can be no possible ex- 
cuse for neglecting it, even if the gov- 
ernment decide to deal with the subject 
by comprehensive legislation next ses- 
sion. Tlie measure is hacked by influ- 
ential members on both sides of the 
house, and it might be passed, so argue 
its advocates, in two or three days 
at the beginning of the session. 
Tho government, however, light us 
shy of giving auy definite pledges in 
private, as they did in tho house itself. 
The fact seems to bo t hat while Lord 
Salisbury would be glad of any bill 
which would improve tho position of 
the clergy, he cannot count upon the 
House of Lords. As soon as the At- 
torney-! lei'iiral's amendments were 
placed upon the paper, rumors became 
prevalent of serious opposition in the 
Upper House, not only on the part ol 
the Conservatives, but still more of the 
the Unionists peers. Lord Salisbury's 
experiences with

have convinced him that where landed 
interest is concerned he cannot count 
so implicitly on the loyalty of his sup- 
porturs, or probably a serious attempt 
would have been made to press the bill 
through Parliament dining the session 
recently closed. .Similar reasons will 
amply explain the refusal of the Gov- 
ernment to give any promises with re- 
gard lo next year, although their hesi- 
tation is giving umbrage to an influen- 
tial budy ol their supporters. 

On neither of the popular routes from 
London to Paris do the Monday night 
cheap express excursions show any signs 
of falling oil'.

RECIPROCITY WANTED. 



Closing .Session of the U. S. .Senate 
Committee. 



Prominent Business Men Express Them- 
selves in Favor of Reciprocity or 
Free Trade With Canada. 



Boston, Sept, 14. — The closing ses- 
sion of the U. S. Committee, bearing on 
our relations with Canada, was held in 
this city to-day, Senators Hoarc, Hugh, 
Dolph and Buller being present. W. 
0. Blaney, representing the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, favored annexa- 
tion or commercial union by which re- 
ciprocity shall be enjoyed by the two 
peoples. He would have reciprocity 
with all the countries on the American 
continent, and thought this country bad 
nothing to fear from free trade from 
Hudson's Hay to Patagonia. A large 
and profitable trade could be done with 
the Canadian provinces under a reci- 
procity treaty. There arc 500,000 bar- 
rels of Hour annually shipped in bond 
through the British provinces under 
free trade with Canada. A large part 
of that would be American 
Hour, and what would benefit 
Huston and Xew England would like- 
wise benefit the whole country. It 
would not be wise, in his opinion, to put 
any restriction upon Canadian railroads. 
The Grand Trunk is to New England 
what tho Erio Canal' is to New S'ork. 
He did not believe in inter state law. 
New England had Buffered by it. James 
Means, of Brooklyn, representing the 
boot and shoe industry, took exception 
to the statements made by Allen, ol 
this city, yesterday, that the shoe in- 
terest had depended tor years on l\w 
tariff. He felt sure he could sell a large 
amount of goods in Canada under re- 
ciprocity.. John I''. Farlow, represent- 
ing the Tariff Reform League, favored 
annexation if it were feasible. He be- 
lieved Canadians would make loyal 
citizens ; but if that could not 
be, he would favor reciprocity. 
The Canadians trade liberally, said he, 
and they are part and parcel of us. 
Isaac P. Gregg, of Boston, representing 
the copper mines in Nova Scotia, said 
the copper products of Canada are such 
as are needed in Baltiinoreiiiul New York 
for tefilling Slid mixing with ores fro in 
the west. With" reciprocity a certain 
proportion of this ore Would come 
through our ports to our mines and be a 
help to our industries. If the duty on 
copper were removed i', would be sent 
hero for refinement , and it WOuld'bo an 
immense benefit to our nickel and sil- 
ver plate workers. American machin- 
ery is better than Canadian, and but 
foi' the 27i per cent, duty much more ol 
it would go to Canada. Mr. Bennett, 
in business relations with thu Maritime 
provinces, made comparisons between 
reciprocity and the tariff favorable 
lo the former. Herbert C. Hall, of 
u shipping firth doing business with 
Catinrl •, corroborated Honnett. W. H. 
Sayward, for the master builders usso' 
ciation, favored closer relations with 



Canada. Builders are free traders so 
tar as concerns the North American con 
tinent ; but not beyond its borders. 
Alex. Foster, lumber dealer, urged the 
removal of all restrictions upon trade, 
not, only between the United States^ and 
Canada, but the world over. E. M. 
White spoke for the free trade club, and 
Frank L. Marshall, representative of 
the glass industry, advanced commercial 
union. Senator Hoaro announced that 
the fishing interests would be beard at 
New York or Washington about De- 
cember 1st. 



KILLED BY FAITH-CURE. 

A Boy Allowed lo Die While Awaiting 
Cure by Prayer. 

Findlav, O., Sept. 1.— In the little 
town of Blufiton, just wosl of this city, 
is a band of faith-cure people w ho have 
permitted four or live persons to die 
lately while awaiting cure from prayer. 
Their latest victim was Bert Williams, 
a young man of seventeen years, who 
ran against a stake in a yard while play- 
ing ball, and bruised his leg just below 
the knee. The bruise was not con- 
sidered at the time a serious one. It. a 
few days, however, the leg gave him 
considerable pain, and Dr. Clark was 
called. The doctor examined the limb, 
and finding the bone slightly bruised, 
scraped the injured part, sewed up the 
leg and left the boy in good shape, 
expecting to cnll daily and give 
the wound the necessary treat- 
ment to make it heal. That day, 
unfortunately for the boy, the faith- 
cure people got hold of him and made 
him believe that if he had faith the 
Lord would perform a miracle by heal- 
ing him at mice by prayer. The 
stitches were removed from the leg and 
I he prayers begun, but no one ever 
made better time on the way to the 
grave than did young Williams after 
putting himself under the influence of 
those people. He was taken to the 
sanctuary of the faith-cure in Blufftou, 
where no attention whatever was given 
him beyond prayer, and he was soon in 
a horrible condition. Gangrene set in, 
and the limb nearly rotted oil'. On Fri- 
day he was removed to his home, where 
he died yesterday, and was buried to- 
day. There is much feeling in the com- 
munity over the matter, as only a few 
days before a consumptive from Findlay, 
over whom they had been praying for 
two months, died on his way homo.

— The agreement 
entered into by the dock directors and 
the striking dock laborers, upon which 
the strike was ended, includes the stip- 
ulation that on Nov. 4th and there- 
after, contract work shall be converted 
into piece work ami all payments shall 
be made directly to men under super- 
vision of the dock officials, It is also 
agreed on the part of the men that the 
laborers who have worked during the 
strike shall be treated as fellow work- 
ers by the old hands, the directors at 
the same time pledging themselves to 
show no resentment towards tho 
strikers. 

SMUGGLING CHINAMEN. 

How They Are brought Over llio Bound- 
ary Line. 

Xf.w York, Sept. 13. — Franklin 
Lane, correspondent in New York of the 
Ssu Francisco Chronicle, has sent a com- 
munication to Secretaries Tracy and 
Windom, setting forth that the smug- 
gling of Chinamen has almost reached 
the proportions of a regular business, 
and it is carried on with a high baud, 
almost under the very noses of the cus- 
toms officials, The Chinese are brought 
from British Columbia on the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, and at night when 
in ir the border are shipped at a petty 
station and then carried a short dis- 
tance, ferried across the river, and so 
landed on United States territory.

The Toronto Globe ventures the as- 
sertion that in the statements made by 
the Imperial Crown law officers there is 
" no evidence that the Jesuits Kstates 
Avi was submitted to them." This 
shows to what length unscrupulous and 
blind partizauship wi : ! earn a journal 
that ought to occupy u lending position 
In Canada. Sir Richard K. Webstei 
and Sir Edward Clark say "wo are of 
opinion that the Act was clearly within 
the powers of the Provincial Legislature 
and that there is no ground for a re- 
ference to the judicial committee of the 
Privy Council," yet the Toronto Globe 
expects Canadians to ho so stupid, so 
wholly devoid of intelligence, as to be- 
lieve that these eminent lawyers would 
give it as their deliberate opinion that 
the Act is within the powers of the Pro- 
vincial Legislature without having seen 
it and without carefully comparing it 
with tho British North America Act, 
from which the prorincesof tho Domin- 
ion derive their authority, To ask law- 
yers uf their standing to give an opinion 
without submitting the data on which 
to ground nil opinion would he to insult 
them — to treat them as if they were 
either fools or mercenary pettifoggers 
who are prepared to fjive an opinion 
favorable to anyone who is ready to em- 
ploy them and pay them the fee they 
ask. 

It would he doing a lawyer who had 
a reputation cither for professional skill 
or for integrity, the greatest injustice 
to assume that ho would give an opinion 
on a subject of such importance, or in- 
deed of any importance, without an ex- 
haustive examination of all the docu- 
ments and statutes necessary to enable 
him to come to an opinion which a 
client, relying upon his honesty, his 
skill and his learning, could depend 
upon. If a country eross-rcwds politician 
should inform the group that gathers in 
a backwoods grocery that the Law offi- 
cers of the British Crown were so un- 
principled, and SO careless of their repu- 
tation, as to give an opinion regarding 
the constitutionality of a law without 
reading that law, and without enquir- 
ing into the constitution under which it 
wos enacted, the stupid assertion would 
be at once set down to the presumptu- 
ous fellow's ignorance, his narrowness 
und his desire to maintain at all risks 
bis reputation for political wisdom in 
tho circle t hat looked upon him as an 
oracle. Bu when a journal which is 
supposed 1 1 b-- under t lie direct i in of men 
of in1 Lg ee and principle, makes the 
uut.io assertion, the only conclusion that 
one can come i>> is that it insults the in- 
telligence of its loaders in the vain hope 
that it will be able by reckless asser- 
tions to plop up its tottering reputation 
for political sagacity and political con- 
sistency. 

The Globe occupies a peculiar posi- 
tion on this Jesuit question. When the 
Anti-Jesuit movement began, it took 
the ground thai the Act is constitu- 
tional, that it in within tho Provincial 
jurisdiction, ;un I l hat however bad il 
might be, the Dominion fiovoriiment 
had no ether course open to it than to 
allow it to go into operation. Hut when 
the excitement in Ontario became III 
tense, ami when it belie. ed that a ma- 
jority of the electors of Ontario disap- 
proved of the stand it had taken, it 
changed its views respecting the consti- 
tutionality of the Act, and it suddenly 

flopped over to th her side. It then

It was oil 
the ground of its unconstitutionality 
alone thai the Toronto Globe advocated 
disallowance. It is a provincial l ights 
advocate, and holds that the Dominion 
Government L» bound to allow all laws 
that It is within the competence of the 
provincial legislature* to pass. As long 
asit believed the Jesuits' Kstates Act 
was constitutional, it contended it 
should be allowed— that the Dominion 
Governmoilt had no right to meddle 
with if.

Was the 
decision arrived at by theGoveruor-Gon- 
eral not to interfere with its 
operation right and constitutional ? 
These were the questions asked. No 
elaborate statement of the case was 
required, and it is not at all likely that 
any was made. It is impossible to im- 
agine any statement that could influ- 
ence the judgment of the Crown Law 
Others in deciding whether the Jesuit 
Kstates' Act is constitutional or not, 
Mori- than that, it is impossible to con- 
ceive of a statement that would not be 
impertinent and dictatorial. And Sh 
Johu Thompson is the last man in the 
world to commit an impertinence or tc 
endeavor to influence men whoso un- 
biassed judgment he asked for. It will, 
therefore, on reflection, be found that 
the questions submitted to the Crown 
Law Officers were of such a nature as to 
make an ex parte statement not only 
unnecessary, but impossible.

The term of the sealing mon- 
opoly -which ought never to have been 
granted — is about to expire, and a com- 
pany of schemers, including certain 
very active and liberal contributors to 
Harrison's election who have not yet 
been 'rewarded,' are planning to gel the 
renewal for twenty years to come. The 
exploits of the Rush serve to create the 
impression of the need of a monopoly 
and at the same time to add value, by 
indirect means, to the monopoly when 
these gentlemen get it. For these ends 
of jobbery the nation is made ridiculous 
ami subjected to some danger of serious 
complications."

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CHINESE EXECUTIONS. 



Fifteen Celestials Butchered al the 
Block. 



The Ghastly Sl^ht Witnessed by Hundreds 
An Interesting Account by a News- 
paper Correspondent. 



A correspondent in the I'aU Mall Gaz- 
ette gives the following account of aomo 
executions ho witnessed in Canton :— I 
am inclined to think that nobody can 
claim to have an adequate and accurate 
appreciation of Chinese character who 
lias nut witnesBcd a Chinese execution. 
This ia not difficult to do at Canton, for 
the Canton rives swarms with pirates, 
and when these gentry aro caught they 
generally got short shrift. A few bam- 
boomings to begin with, then several 
months in prison— and it is not necessary 
to explain what a Chinoso prison is — with 
little to eat and a still' course of torture, 
and then one fine morning a " short 
sharp shock " at the execution ground. 
If you care to accompany me I here, I will 
try to place the scone before you. The 
execution is fixed for half past, four so at 
four the guide comes for us at shanwen, 
the foreign quarter of Canton, and our 
chairs carry us rapidly through the noisy 
alloys of tho native city. Until we get 
olose to tho spot there is no sign of any- 
thing unusual. There suddenly wo run 
into a jammed crowd at the end of a long 
and particularly narrow streot. The 
chair-coolies, however, plunge straight 
into it and it gives way boforo us till we 
aro brought Up by a huge pair of wooden 
gates guarded by a littlo group of soldiers. 
To hoar these men talk you would sup- 
pose that they would die then and there 
rather than let us pass, but tho produc- 
tion of a couple of 'ten-cent pieces works 
a miracle and they open tho gates for us, 
vainly trying to stop tho rush of natives 
that follows us in and carries us before it 
right into tho middlo of the open space. 
Suddenly the gates are thrown open again, 
and welcomed by a howl of dolighl from 
thecrowd,a strange and ghastly procossion 
comos tumbling in. First a few ragamuf- 
fin soldiers, making a line pretence of 
clearing the way. Then a filo of coolies 
carrying the victims in small shallow 
baskets slung to bamboo polos. As soon 
as each pair reach tho middle of tho space 
they stoop and pitch tlioir living burden 
out and run off. The prisoners aro chain- 
ed handand footand aroporfectly holpless. 
The executioner stands by and points out 
whore each load is to be dumped. Ho is 
dressod exactly liko any other coolie pre- 
sent, without any badge of office what- 
ever, Tho condemned men have each 
a long a folded piece of paper in a split 
bamboo stuck into their pigtail, upon 
which is written, their crime and the war- 
rant of execution. One after a •■other 
they arrive and ar.; slung out. Will the 
procossion never end ? this is more than 
wo bargained for. At last over the heads 
of tho crowd we see the hats of two potty 
mandarins, and behind them the gates 
are shut. The tale of men is fifteen, and 
the executioner has arranged them in 
two rows, about two yards apart, nnd all 
facing one way. All except ouo seem per- 
fectly callous, and he has probably boon 
drugged with opium, a last privelego 
which prisoner's friends can always ob- 
tain by bribery. They exchange remarks, 
some of them evidently chat}', with the 
spectatois, and one man was carriod in 
singing, and kept up his strain almost to 
tho laBt. Tho executioners— there aro 
now two of them— stop forward. The 
younger tucks up his trousers and sleeves 
and deliberately selects a sword from 
several lying lying close by, while the 
other, an older man, collecting tho strips 
of paper into a sheaf and lays them on 
ono side. Then he places himsolf behind 
the front man of tho nearest row and 
takes him by the shoulders. Tho young- 
er man walks forward and stands at the 
left of the kneeling man. Tho fatal mo- 
ment has come. There is an instant's 
hush and every one of the two rows of 
condemned men bohinds twists hia head 
round and cranes his nock to see. I will 
not attompt tu describe the emotions of 
Huch a moment — tho horror, the awful 
repulsion, the wish that you had never 
oomo, tho sickening fear that you will bo 
splashed with tho blood, and yot tho 
helpless fascination that keeps your eyes 
glued to every detail. Tho knifo is rais- 
ed. It is a Bhort, broad bladed, two- 
handed sword, weighted at tho back and 
evidently as sharp as a razor. For a se- 
cond it is poised in tho air, as tho exe- 
cutioner takes aim. Then it falls. 
There is no groat apparently effort. It 
simply falls, and morevor seems to fall 
slowly. But whon it comes to the man's 
neck it doos not stop, it keeps on falling 
With ghastly slowness it passes right 
through the flesh, you aro only rocalled 
from your momentary stupor whon tho 
head springs forward and rolls over and 
over, while for a fraction of a second two 
dazzling jets of scarlet bldod burst out 
and fall in a graceful curve to t he ground. 
Then the great of rush blood comes and 
floods thespot. Assoonas the blow lias fallen 
the second executionerpitohesthebodyfor- 
warda with loud "Hough": it tumbles in a 
shapeless hoap, and from every throat 
goes up a loud " llo ! " expressive of 
pleasure and approval of tho stroke. But 
there is no pause, the executioner stops 
over tho corpse to the front man in the 
second rank, the knife rises again, it falls 
another head rolls away, another double 
burst nf blood follows it, the headless 
body isshoved forward, the assistant shouts 
" Hough," and the crowd shouts " Ho." 
Two men are dead. Then the headsman 
steps back to the second man of tho front 
row and tho operation is repeated. 

Two things strike you ; tho brutal mat- 
ter-of-fact-ness of tho whole performance, 
and tho extraordinary ense with which a 
human head can bo chopped off. As a 
whole it is procisoly liko a drovo of piga 
driven into the ehumbloi and stuck ; and 



in detail it is- -or seems — no more dilBoult 
than splitting a turnip with a carving- 
knife, or lopping off a thistle with a cane, 
Chop, chop, chop, tho heads roll off one 
after the other in as many seconds. 
When the seventh man is reached, either 
because the knifo is blunted or the exe- 
cutioner misses his blow, tho neck is only 
cut half through. But still he does not 
stop. He comes quickly back, takes an- 
other, passes on to tho next man, and 
only comes back to finish tho wretched 
sevonth whon all the other heads aro ly- 
ing in bloody pools in front of tho shoul- 
ders which carried them a few minutes 
boforo. And every man has watched the 
death nf all those in front of him with a 
horrid animal-like curiosity, and thon 
bent his own nock to l he knife. Tho 
place is anklo deep in blood, tho spectators 
aro yelling with delight and frenzy, tho 
heads are liko bowls on a green, the hor- 
rible headless bodies aro lying all about 
in ghastly grotesque attitudes, the exe- 
cutioner is scailot to tho knees and his 
hands aro dripping. Take my word for 
it that by this timo you are feeling very 
sick. Fortunately you aro not detained 
long. The moment tho last head is off 
the crowd is gone with a rush, except a 
score of urchins who begm skylarking 
with the bodies and pushing each other 
into the blood. The bodies are thrown 
into a pond and tho heads are plastered 
up iii big earthen ware jars and stacked up 
with those already round Ibis potter's 
field. I had a few minutes' conversation 
with the executioner afterwards. De- 
capitation, be told me, was not the occu- 
pation of his family ; it is only a per- 
quisite. But tho business is not what il 
was.

FRUITS AS FOOD AND MEDICINE, 

Of all the fruits wo aro blossed with, 
tho peach is tho most delicious and diges 
tiblo. There is nothing more palatable, 
wholesome and medicinal than good, ripe 
peaches. They should be ripe, but not 
over-ripe and halt rotten ; and of this 
kind they may mako a part of cither 
meal, or bo eaten botween meals ; but is 
better to mako them a part of tho regular 
meals. It is a mistaken idea that no 
fruit should bo oaten at breakfast. It 
would bo far better if our people would 
less bacon and grease at breakfast and 
more fruit. In tho morning thoro is an 
acrid stato of the secretions, and nothing 
is so woll calculated to correct this as 
cooling, subacid fruits, such as peaches, 
apples, otc. Still, most of us have been I 
taught that eating fruit before breakfast j 
is highly dangerous. How tho idea ori- | 
giuated I do not know, but it is certainly 
a groat error, contrary to both reason and 
facts. Tho applo is ono of the best of 
fruits. Baked or stewed apples will gen- 
erally agree with the most delicate 
stomach, and are an excellent medicine 
in many cases of sickness, Green or 
half ripe applos stewed and sweetened 
aro pleasant to the taste, cooling, nourish 
ing, and laxative, far superior, in many 
cases, to abominable doses of salts and oils 
usually given in fever and other diseases. 
Raw apples and dried apjdes stewed are 
better for constipation than liver pills. 
Orangos are very acceptable to most 
stomachs, having all the advantages of 
the acid alluded to ; but the orange juice 
alone should bo taken, rejecting the pulp. 
Tho same may be said of lemons, pome- 
granates, and all that class. Lemonade 
is the best drink in fevers, and when 
thickored with sugar is bettor than syrup 
of squills and other nauseants in many 
cases of coughs. Tomatoes act on tho 
livor and bowels, and are much more 
pleasant and safe than blue mass and 
" liver regulators," The juice should be 
used alone, rejecting the skhiB. The 
small-seeded fruits, such as blueberries, 
ligs, raspberries, currants and strawber- 
ries may he classed among the best foods 
and medicines. Tho sugar in them is 
nutritious, the acid is cooling and purify- 
ing, and the seeds aro laxative. We 
should look more to our orchards and 
gardens for our medicines and less to our 
drug stores. To euro fever or act on tho 
kidneys no febrifuge or diuretic is super- 
ior to watermelon, which may with very 
few exceptions be taken in sickness and 
health in almost unlimited quantities, 
not only with injury but without positive 
benefit. But in using thorn tho water or 
juice should ho taken, excluding the pulp 
and the melon should bo ripo and fresh, 
but not overripe and stalo. - Hall's Jour- 
nal of Health, 

THE LATEST OCEAN RECORD, 



Tho latoHl lowering oi the Atlantic re- 
cord by tho City of Paris is not so strik- 
ing as that winch preceded it, simply 
because her former passage for the first 
time brought the record within six days. 
It is, however, almost nearly four hours. 
If tho record should be lowered by this 
amount of time every season, it would 
only six or seven years boforo another 
day would lie cutoff from tho voyage. A 
" five day ship " is thus far a pure and 
unattainod ideal, like a two- minute trot- 
ter, and the quicker tho time in each cane 
tho smaller the gain must be. It is notice- 
able that at the congratulatory meeting 
of the passengers of the City of Paris the 
speeches betrayed a resell t moil t that our 
obsolete navigation laws prevented tho 
Unitod State'! from receiving its proper 
sharo of credit for the performances of 
tho City of Paris. In tho days of wornlon 
hulls and sido wheels tho " record " was 
hold by the American steamers, and 
there is every reason to believe that 
American ingenuity and American sea- 
manship would be equal to taking it 
again in a very few years after the re- 
striction of tho law was removed,— A'. 1'.

I came to India in 185- as a private in 
tho — th Rogiment, and my company 
formed part of the garrison at Arcot. 
Life in barracks in India is very dull, and 
it was a groat satisfaction that we heard 
an order had boon givon for our company 
to march to Vollnro to strengthen tho gar 
rison there, which had been very much 
reduced by cholera. 

It was then about the middle of March, 
and consoquotly later than is usual for 
moving troops, as tho days begin to get 
very hot on tho plains in the Carnatic 
about that time of tho yoar. But ours 
was special duty, and as wo should only 
march in the early morning, ue did not 
fear the inconvenience of tho mid-day 
heat. 

It was tho second day aftor leaving 
Arcot, that in the afternoon, I was listen- 
ing to a description of Vellore by one of 
our fellows who had been there, whon 
suddenly I felt spasms and sickness. 

" Holloa ! old follow, how blue you 
look !" remarked a companion, sitting 
next to mo, as ho spoko my comrades 
shrank terror-striken from mo. It need- 
ed no doctor to tell what was tho matter. 
Tho cholera had seized mo ! 

I was hastily convoyod to the tempor- 
ary hospital, where our assistant-surgeon 
already had several cases of the disease 
under treatment, and I was laid on a 
charpoy. 1 rapidly passed from tho first 
to tho second stago of that malady, and 
by nine o'clock at night the incessant vom- 
iting and purging had reduced mo to a 
condition of weakness approaching insen- 
sibility. 1 was consumed by a burning, 
raging thirst, but the dresser disregarded 
all my entreaties for a drink of water. 
Tho systom of treatment for cholora in 
those days allowed the patient nothing 
more than just to have tho lips moistened 
occasionally with weak brandy-and-water, 
and this simply aggravated tho torture 
of thirst. Nowadays champagne isgiven, 
and tho sufl'oror is allowed to drink pretty 
freely. 

Tho hospital was, of course only a pan- 
dal, hastily constructed with palmyra 
leaves, with a largo cuscus-mat at the 
ontranoe at each end. Two largo chattios 
of water were placod just outBido each 
entrance. 

I had begged, sworn and menaced at 
intervals, but no onu paid tho slightest 
heed to mo, and I was sinking into that 
condition of torpor which is the immediate 
precursor of the third and fatal stago of 
cholera, when 1 heard voices in the pan- 
dal. The assistant-surgoon was making 
his last round for tho night, accompanied 
by the hospital-dresser. With a violont 
effort I roused myself, and oagorly listen- 
ed for their approach. 1 wanted to hear 
my fate pronounced. 

They stopped at length where 1 lay, 
and tho doctor oxamined my body. 

" Mottled," 1 heard him remark to the 
dressor ; "he is inseusiblo already, and 
will not last long. So Wetherall will 
make six : " 

"Mako six T' I said to myself ; 
"mako six what?" Six corpses, of 
course, for burial at daylight to-morrow 
morning." 

They had gone and the placo was in 
darkness, save for the gliminor of a cocoa- 
nut-oil lamp, I hoard tho scratching of 
mumooties just outside, mado by the 
camp-followers, who wero digging a com- 
mon grave for six of us. 

I felt utterly stunned and quite indif- 
ferent as to my fate. My tongue was 
like a pieco of leather in my mouth, 
which had long since ceased to yield any 
saliva to relievo tho agonizing burning of 
my tongue and palate. I could not have 
mado any Bound had J attempted to do 
so ; but 1 did not try, for tho attendants 
wero all stretched on the ground fast 
asleep. I felt 1 was deserted — left to die. 

1 was beginning to wander, I think, 
was back again in tho bright, green, 
English meadows, picking daises with my 
littlo sister, and so I should have pasBcd 
away. But just at that moment, tho 
ooolies, who had finished digging tho 
grave — my grave — passed the entrance of 
tho pandal ; and one of them throw a 
pannikinful of water on tho matting 
screen. 

It was like a galvanic shock to me. 1 
resolved to havo a drink at any risk. 1 
had to die, so what matter if 1 hastened 
my doath an hour or two by drinking 
cold water I 

I tried to get up, but I was too weak to 
stand, and fell down at onco, Thon I re- 
flected that I was more likely to bo seen 
if 1 walked, and if detocted in my at- 
tempt I should bo brought back and per- 
haps be strapped down to death. So I 
tried to crawl. I was about ten minutes 
dragging myself from the cot to the en- 
trance, and 1 wriggled under the screen. 

There wero the chatties before mo ! 

Tho first I seized wan empty, and the 
disappointment nearly made me swoon ; 
but tho second wan brimful. I threw my 
arms around it and dragged myself to il. 
I plunged my head into tho delicious, 
limpid water, and dovourod, rather than 
drank, huge umuthfuls of the cool and 
heavenly fluid, I felt my stomach swel- 
ling with the enormous draughts I swal- 
lowed ; but I laughed and drank again 
and again. 1 locked naught of lifo or 
death then. At length 1 could drink no 
more, and then discipline asserted itself. 
1 knew I had no right to be out there, 
and I thought if I were missed from the 
cot 1 should be reported. So I crept 
back the way I had come and shortly 
aftor I fell into a profound sleep. 

It was broud daylight when 1 awoke 
and saw tho assistant-surgeon and dressor 
standing bouido me. 



"How is this i" asked tho doctor ; 
" Wethorall ought to havo boon dead I" 

" Please, sir," said I, "I am feeling 
much hotter, and havo no wish to make 
tho sixth this morning." 

"Thoro wore six without you," said 
tho doctor, sadly. 

I rapidly recovered ; and as 1 had 
never indulged in the pernicious country 
arrack sold to soldiors out hero, I was 
soon quite strong. But it was some 
timo boforo I told any one how I recover- 
ed from my attack of cholera. However, 
I told tho doctor one day all about it ; 
and though ho said the cold water ought 
to havo killod, I observed the poor fol- 
lows who wero in hospital with cholora 
got an extra allowance of water. —Black- 
iwod.

THE SCENE OF THE STRIKE. 

The London docks, scone of tho great 
striko, form probably the greatest dock- 
ing system in tho world. It is probably 
true that a hundred million dollars havo 
been expended upon them and they do 
not yield direct profits to tho duck com- 
panies proportioned to their great cost. 
Indirectly, however, they help to pro- 
moto British commerce, and aro in that 
way prolitablo to their owners. St. 
Kathorino's docks, tho ncarost to London 
bridgo, wero opened in 1828 "and cost 
810,000,000. London docks aro still 
older, having boon oponod in 1805. Thoy 
cost §20,000,000 and contain tho great 
warehouses for tobneco rented by the 
Government. The Surrey docks and 
Commercial docks are more spacious and 
devoted to the grain shipping trade. 
Tho West India docks, opened in 1802, 
cover 300 acres, and tho East India docks 
32 acres. Milwall docks in tho Isle of 
Dogs cover 200 acres. But the groat 
docks are the Victoria and Albert, open- 
ed respectively in 1850 and 1880. The 
Victoria docks cover 200 acres and con- 
tain dry-docks capable of ducking tho 
the largost steamships afloat. Ono set of 
warehouses, used chiefly for storing tea, 
silk, cochii.oal, carpets, and other pro- 
ducts of India and China, is said to have 
continuously a stock valued at S20,000, 
000. Tho Royal Albert dock, which is 
connected with tho Victoria, ib the great- 
est of all, and its completion in June, 
1880, was mado tho occasion for a 
royal celebration. This dock is a splon- 
did stretch of waterway, almost throe 
thrco miles in extont, with a range of over 
a'niilo of iron warehouses and double 
linos of locomotive tracks and numerous 
travelling cranes. The aggregate lengih 
of dock and passage walls is three and a 
half milos. Tne walls are forty feet 
high, live foot thick at the top, and from 
eighteen to nineteen feet thick at the 
base. Thep used up in their construction 
80,000 tons of Portland cement.— Phila- 
delph ia Ledger. 

A SLEETING GIANT. 

Senator John Macdonald, of Toronto, 
who has just returned from Alaska, 
thinks that " the great journoy of tho 
future will bo up tho Mackenzie basin." 
Ho is undoubtedly right that it will bo at 
least ono of tho great journeys. The 
marvel is that, the Canadian North-WoBt 
and North-East Territories attract so littlo 
attention year after year. It is a hun- 
dred years or thereabouts Bince Macken- 
zie explored the mighty Amorican rivor 
which boars his namo, and followed it to 
its mouth in the Arctic ocean. Accord- 
ing to credible report, a considerable part 
of its upper (southern) valley is fit for 
settlement. One may say truly of Can- 
ada, as Blaine onco said of Pennsylvania, 
that is a sleeping giant, and in view of 
manifest destiny the people of the north- 
ern United Statos are well nigh as much 
interested in its development as the Can- 
adians themselves. People who deny 
that a united destiny is manifest at loast 
havo only to look at a map to admit that 
the portion of North Amerioa has but to 
bo proporly opened to offer a promising 
lield for human habitation.— Buffalo Ex- 
press.

BOTH DUELISTS SLAIN. 



Terrible Ending of a Romantic Love 
Affair- 



Two Young Ranchers In Idaho Bceoino 
Enamored of the same Girl and 
Both are Killed. 



Sat.t Lake, Utah, Sept. 9. — Malad 
City, just across tho Idaho bordor, is ex- 
cited by a terrible duel near that placo 
yesterday morning in which the prin- 
cipals were both killed. The awful 
tragedy was the result of a love affair, 
and the responsibility for it rests almost 
wholly upon a beautiful young woman of 
whom both were enamored. Early in 
March Abraham Likes, whoso homo was 
in Dakota, appoarod at Clark's Flat and 
announced that he was looking for an 
opportunity to invest in a ranch. Ho 
was a well-built man of 22, drossod well 
and had plenty of money, and had evi- 
dently been well-raised. Ho soon fell in 
with Judo Spring, a bright young follow 
of about his own ago, who had had con- 
siderable experience in ranching, posses- 
sed some money, and readily accepted a 
proposal to go into tho business with 
Likes. 

Thoy came to Malad City in April pur- 
chased a small ranch and proceeded to 
stock it with cattlo bought from farmers 
in different points in the neighborhood. 
Among the men from whom they pur- 
chased was John Toruts, whoso place is 
fivo miles north-east of the ranch owned 
the young men. Likos first visited the 
farm in May and foil in love with Toruts' 
daughter Jennie, a beautiful girl of 18, 
who seemed to reiprocate his affection. 
Teruts settled at Malad City two yoars 
ago, romoving there from Boiso Ciiy, 
where his daughter had recoivod a com- 
mon school education ami developing in- 
to a charming young woman. Likos visit- 
ed tho farm frequently, but kept his 
secret from Spring until recently, whon 
Spring became acquintod with the girl 
and after soveral meetings askod her to 
marry him. Likes bad not prosposed, 
and she hesitated. Spring told Likes 
that he was in lovo with tho young 
woman, and a bitter quarrel ensued, in 
which Likes accusod his partnor of trea- 
chery and tho latter challenged him to 
fight a duol. Spring refused, and feeling 
Biiro of tho girl's affootion, offered to sub- 
mit tho mattor to her for docison. Likos 
agroed, and together thoy wont to Farm- 
er Terut's house to learn tlioir fate from 
his daughter. Miss Terut's refused to 
act as arbitrator or to declare her prefor- 
ance, although both begged to do bo, and 
they returned to their ranch doadlior foos 
than over. Likes then renewed his chal- 
lenge, Spring accopted, and thoy at once 
prepared for mortal combat, neither 
dreaming of the terrible tragedy that was 
to follow. Two herders wore selected to 
act as seconds, and early yestorday morn- 
ing tho four men met by a brook half a 
mile distant for a final settlement. Each 
principal was armed with a Bix-shootor, 
and oach took position ten pacos from 
tho brook and tho word of command both 
fired, Spring's bullet striking Likes in 
the left arm and Likos firing wide of the 
mark. Likos demanded another shot, 
and again the men faced each other as bo- 
fore. Both took deliberate aim this 
time, as tho Bhots rang out both fell to 
the ground. Spring was shot through 
the head and instantly killod. Likes 
recoived a bullet in tho left breast, just 
above the heart, and expired fivo minutes 
later. Both were buried in the ravine 
by the ranchers, who reported the affair 
at Malad City, but escaped before tlioir 
part in the tragedy became known. Miss 
toruts is nearly crazed by tho terrible 
event, and it is feared she will end her 
own life.

DEVICES OF INDIAN CRIMINALS. 

Some curious devices practicod by 
criminals aro mentioned by the writer of 
a sorien of articles in tho Times of India 
on By-paths of Crime in India. Ono 
curiosity which ho was shown on a visit 
to tho Presidency jail in Calcutta was a 
heavy lead mallet, about three-quarters 
of an inch in diameter, This was found 
on a habitual thief, and was being used to 
form a pouch or bag in tho throat for 
secreting money, jewels, etc., in tho 
event of his being searched. The ball is 
put into the mouth and is allowed to 
slide down gently until it roaches some 
part of tho epiglottis, whore it is hold in 
position and is kept thoro for about half 
mi hour at a timo. Tho operation is re- 
peated many times daily, and gradually 
a sort of pocket is formed, the timo being 
longer or shorter according to the size of 
tho pocket required. In some casos six 
months have been sufficient, in others a 
year, while in some cases two years are 
necessary, Such a pouch as this last is 
capable of holding ton rupees, about tho 
size of ton florins. Tho tliiof, therefore, 
can undergo search, and nothing being 
found, ho goes away with the spoil in his 
throat, the power of breathing and speech 
being in no way interfered with. 

About a Bcore of prisoners in tho Cal- 
cutta jail have such pouch formations. 
In tho hospital of tho prison tho visitor 
learned some of the malingering practices 
of Indian criminals. In ono case ho saw 
a youth who was a perfect skeleton, with 
lustrous eyes looking out, in a ghastly 
manner from a worn, haggard face. It 
was discovered that ho bad for two years 
been taking an irritant poison, with a 
viow to produce diarrhoea, in order to 
shirk work and got pleasant quarters in 
the hospital. But ho has overdone the 
part, for he had reduced himself to such 
a condition that recovery was all but iin- 
poBsiblo. This taking of internal Irritants 
is a common practice among tho 
tho habitual criminals of Calcutta. Cas- 
tor oil seed, croton sued, and two other 
seeds whloh htivo no English names aro 



the agents most commonly employed. 
Ono man was pointed out who, in order 
to got off his fetters, had produced an 
ulcer by rubbing tho chafed skin with 
caustio limo and thon irritating tho sore 
by scratching it with a pieoe of a broken 
bottle, 

GIANT SPIDERS OF CEYLON. 

Far up in the mountains of Ceylon and 
India thero is a spider that spins a web 
like bright, yellowish silk, the central 
not of which is five feet in diameter, 
whilo tho supporting linos, or guys, as 
thoy are called, measure sometimes 10 or 
12 feet long, and riding quickly in the 
early morning you may dash right into it, 
the stout throads twining around your 
face liko a lace veil, while, as tho crea- 
ture who has woven it takes up his pos- 
ition in the middle, ho gonerally catches 
you right on tho nose, and, though ho 
seldom bites or stings, the contract of his 
large body and long legs is anything but, 
pleasant. If you forgot yourself and try 
to catch him, bite ho will, and, although 
not venomous, his jaws aro as powerful 
as a bird's beak, and you will not forgot 
tho encountor. 

The bodies of these spiders are very 
handsomely decorated, being bright gold 
or scarlet undorneath, whilo the uppor 
part is covered with the most delicate 
colored fur. So strong aro the webs that 
birds tho sizo of larks aro frequontly 
caught therein, and oven the small but 
powerful scaly lizard falls a victim. A 
writer says that he has often sat and 
watched the yollow and scarlet monstor, 
measuring, whon waiting for his prey 
with his logs stretched out, fully six in- 
ches, striding across the middlo of tho 
net, and noted tho rapid manner in 
which he winds his stout threads around 
the unfortunato captivo. He usually 
throws the coils about tho head till the 
wretched victim is first blinded and then 
choked. In many unfrequented dark 
nooks of tho jungle you may came across 
most perfect skeletons of small birds 
caught in theso torriblo snares, the strong 
folds ofwhich prevent the delicato bones 
from falling to the ground after tho wind 
and woathor have disposed the flesh and 
feathers from the body. 

POMPEII AND JOHNSTOWN. 

For the last 2,000 years tho world has 
looked upon the fieri' extinction of the 
old town of Pompeii, which nestled on 
tho base of Vesuvius on the sunny bay of 
Naples, as the crowning blow of chsaBtor 
in the story of human mortality. 

7'he data from which the population of 
Pompeii may bo gathered is somewhat in- 
sufficient, and as a result the census is 
put at widely differing fipuros. It was 
onco generally supposed to be between 
20,000 and 30,000. But tho careful 
estimate of Fiorolli, who superintended 
tho excavation of the buried town, puts 
the population of tho city at tho time of 
thd torriblo outpour of Vesuvius at no 
moru than 12,000 souls. 

Many of Pompeii's 12,000 oscapod — 
indeed, thoy had tonfold tho facilities for 
oscape that tho people of Johnstown had. 
Only 300 skeletons have been found in 
tho Fompoiian excavations. Tho quota 
of dead bodies found at Johnstown al- 
ready numbdrs as many thousands. 

Mrs. Ogle, staying at her desk and 
clicking a noto of warning over the 
friendly wire, while the wavo of destruc- 
tion was bearing swiftly down upon her, 
is a figure that should bo monumental in 
the heroics of history. So, too, that 
Paul Revore who sped along upon his 
panting horse shouting a thrilling warn- 
ing to all whom ho met. 

Pompoii was not without its heroes, 
and tho Roman sentinels found doad 
at thoir post showed a sublime sense, 
but here too, it would seem as if the mod- 
ern town had surpassed its predocessorof 
old and waB in the foremost placo for nobi- 
lity of human deeds as it is intho van of 
histroy as the awful butt of destiny and 
overwhelming disaster. 

FRESH AIR AT NIGHT. 

An oxtraodinary fallacy is the dread of 
night air. What air can we breathe at 
night but night air !

In great cities 
night air is ofton tho best and purost to 
bo had in 2 1 hours. Ono could better under- 
stand shutting tho windows town during 
t he day thanduring the night for tho sake 
of tho sick. The absence of smoke, tho 
quiet, all tend to make the night tho best 
timo for airing the patient, Ono of our 
highest medical authorities on consump- 
tion and climate has told mo that tho air 
of London is novor so good as after 10 
o'clock at night. Always air your room, 
then, from the outside air if possible, 
Windows aro made to open, doors are 
made tu shut — a truth which boohib ox- 
tremely .difficult of apprehension. Evory 
room must be aired from without, every 
passage from within.— Sanitary World.

Ruin Body and Mind. 
''Ibis sU'ungo," snlii a popular pharma- 
cist of Park row to n New York correspoud- 
cut of tho St. Louis Globo Democrat, 
iioo how many women tiro 'fiends.' Of 
COUI'SO, when I say fiends, I ilo not moan 
any thing peculiarly demoriirio or BuYtfestiird 
Ot that sulphurous realm of which so much 
is said. I am only using an old term In the 
pharmaceutical trade for people ivlio got 
Into tho tmbit of using some pornlcldus 
drug, 

" Tho commonest vice in this regard is the 
opium habit. The number of viutlms of 
this habit is far up in the thousands;, Bourn 
bey tho crude gum, and eat it. as regularly 
as thoy take then- daily meals. Others buy 
laudanum, and drink it in quarter ounce, 
half nunoo ami oven ounce portions, accord 
ins' In tho oxlont to which they arc con- 
trolled by tho narcotic. Some, who have 
Keen palates and tender stomachs, c in not. 
lake Inudauum, and use instead parogorlo. 
'i'liia ancient midwife's favorite is simply 
n sweet preparation of opium lla- 
vorod ohlelly with nntscseed and 
tastes Bomowhat like the auisotto or 
kiuninol used in Fronch and German res- 
taurants. Still others of the same sortitse 
tho infant's soothing sirups, which quacks 
pat ilium thoniarkot for tho apparent' bone- 
tit but the eventual ruin of bubie'x, mid 
which are so heavily spiced and H.ivored 
as to suggnst French mixed candies miliar 
than any moaielno. Outside .of theso are 
tho people who uso Dover's powders and 
morphine pills. Both of these, and es- 
peuiully tho lattor, act rapidly and arc very 
popular with opium Heuds who ivake tip in 
tho early morning with largo and painful 
heads. All or those opium flonds arc ob- 
jeetsof pity. The habit scorns more a 
d isease than a vice. As it progresses, their 
whole nature, physical, mental and moral, 
seems ii) undergo a complete revolution. 
At tha first thoy slowly lose their uppci .u-s, 
uud then tho eyes become pretermit. cm, !y 
bright. Boon tho flesh begins to fa 1 away. 
Olid tho space around the eyes becomes 
dark fnnn being surcharged with blood. 
Next the skin loses its norma! color ami 
changes to a sodden gray, a blotched brown 
or nn unhealthy yellow. After this come 
ti c strangest symptoms imaginable. In 
tho coldest day tho victim perspires" copi- 
ously and Bhivors at tho same time. On tho 
" other hand ho complains of being frozen in 
mid August, when tho thermometer is in 
tho nineties. Without the slightest cause 
he suddenly weeps and betrays nil the 
emotions of intense distress. When this 
stage Is reached he or she is a 'fiend.' 

"Another habit," continued Dr. Perry, 
"which comes under the druggist's eyes is 
the 'bromide habit,' which includes the ex- 
cessive use of bromide of potassium, bro- 
mide of ammonium and bromide of in Ilium, 
'•The bromide licnd gradually develops an 
abnormal condition of tho nerves, under 
winch sic-p, or even comfort, is iinpiws.bin 
without a constant use of the anodyne salts. 
Muscular and intellectual exertion grow 
more and more difileult, until the habit uo 
gets into a semi-sleepy state, in which she 
simply moves und vegetates rather than 
lives. 

" The new coal-tar product, antlpyrln, lias 
already started a vice of its own. This 
singular compound was discovered by a 
German chemist, and on account of its re- 
markable qualities, is now used the world 
over. It has tho power of reducing tha 
temperature of tho body by several de- 
grees, and so is of vast utility it treating 
fevers mid feverish stages of many 
diseases. It docs its work by depressing 
the action of the neart, ana generally wnen 
employed by physicians it is accompanied 
with digitalis to neutralize its influence in the 
latter regard. Women use it partly because 
i: Is a sedative and partly because it makes 
tin 1 complexion beautifully ciear and pale 
bv keeping the blood away from tho surface 
of rhe body. The habit, like ull others, 
gnavs upon the person who practices it. 
It. does harm., however, from the first. 
Willi women who are weak, it increases 
their weukness; with those having a pro 
disposition toward heart disease of any 
sort, it increases the tendency to a terrible 
extent. Besides these results, antipyrin 
pxcrts a peculiar influence upon the blood, 
which is not thoroughly understood by th9 
faculty, ]t seems to undergo some decompo- 
sition or breaking down when absorbed by 
the system, developing unknown com- 
j> muds which either at tack the blood itself 
pr else powerfully influence the nerves and 
ganglia which control the vital functions 

'•Two other habits," said Dr. Perry, '-,iro 
much more common than is generally be- 
lieved, tho use of chloral and of cocainopre • 
arations. Doth arc torrillc vices, while 
the latter means physical and mental 
ruin. Chloral acts in a peculiar way. It 
decomposes in the blood and changes to 
chloroform, which in turn acts as an esthetic 
Within tho body just the same as when in- 
haled. The 'chloral fiend 1 can ho detected 
at a glance. Her face assumes a yellowish 
or greenish hue that is unmistakable; tho 
eves heroine saffiro or bloodshot; thcoriiits 
prow discolored ; the breath assumes a hor- 
rible flavor; the appetite vanishes und tho 
net ves become disordered to the worst de- 
gree. The cocaine fiend Is beyond redemp- 
tion, .She lives inn world of dreams that 
ore shattered only when health departs uud 
reason vanishes. She is irresponsible and 
(leaf and blind to conscience uud evon de- 
cency. 

•• There is one thing more which ought, to 
be said, and that is a protest against the 
senseless outcry of how physicians start 
thesii habits by careless prescriptions. (Jut 
of one hundred alleged eases which I have 
examined every one arose from the curios- 
ity, folly or intrinsic vlciousness of the vic- 
tim, und not ono from a habit contracted 
ivh.lo under medical treatment, The out- 
cry probably results from tho fact that the 
Sends obtain supplies of their favorite 
dings upon physicians' orders. Togotth 'se 
recipes they a lopt every expediency. They 
pretend to have neuralgia or insomnia and 
deceive the ablest doctors j they borrow pre- 
scriptions which contain their particular 
p.ii-.ui ami make dozens of copies; they con- 
sult chemists nhd obtain orders upon whole- 
sale druggists. In fact, they exhaust liu- 
limn ingenuity in pandering to their depi .iv 
ity."

ARTILLERY ASSOCIATION 

[Communicated.] 

In these days, when so much atten- 
tion is given to the science of war, and 
when it is generally conceded that to 
avoid war the best way is to bo pre- 
pared for it, tha importance of doing all 
in our power to improve our local means 
of defence cannot be overestimated. In 
view of the geographical situation of 
British Columbia (here can be no doubt 
that the arm deserving of the closest at- 
tention is artillery. 

Everything that tends to the Increase 
of artillery knowledge and the develop- 
ment of gunnery skill should he accorded 
tho warmest . encouragement at the 
hands of all classes of the community, 

For the advancement of ride shooting 
wo have in this province a rifle associa- 
tion, the- formation of which has done 
much to promote the objects for which 
it will set on foot. The good results 
that have followed tho organization 
of this association, in tlic increase of in- 
terest taken in, and improvement of, 
rifle shooting, furnish a good argument 
for the inauguration in British Columbia 
of an association having for its objects 
tho encouragement and dissemination of 
tutillory knowledge and the develop- 
ment of gunnery skill throughout the 
province. The year 1870 witnessed tho 
formation of the Dominion Artillery As- 
sociation under thepatronage of His I0x- 
oolUinoy tho Earl of DulForin, 
the then Governor-General, ami 
other distinguished personages, since 
which time the succeeding Gov- 
ernors-General have in turn been 
patrons of thu association, and have 
uver taken the greatest practical inter- 
est in it and its objects. This institu- 
tion has been since its inception fruitful 
of much good in the direction of its 
objects, and has done much to augment 
tho intorost shown throughout Canada 
in artillery mutters by inaugurating an 
annul series of competions open to all 
Batteries of Field or Garrison Artillery 
atiiliating with it, by sending teams to 
England to compete in the National 
Artillery Association competitions held 
tunually at Shooburyncss, and by oiler- 
ing prizes for general efliciency; thus 
fostering a spirit of emulation among 
gunners throughout the Dominion. 

Besides an annual prize list, amount- 
ing this year to $345 — open lo garrison 
batteries throughout the Dominion - 
and for which twenty-six batteries are 
this your entered, computing at, the 
Island of Orleans, Queheo, and §325 
open to held batteries (about liftoen en- 
tered this year), competing at Kingston, 
Out., the association offer prizes amount- 
ing' to S9"> for competition amongst 
them, at their respective local head 
quarters, to those garrison batteries 



which arc unable, from tho distance or 
other causes, to send detachments to 
Quebec. For these last mentioned prizes 
three batteries of the local brigade (tho 
B.O.B.Q.A.) have this year entered de- 
laehments to compete, a departure 
which it is to be hoped will be followed 
up each year henceforward. We may 
also look fo -ward to the Bending of 
teams from British Columbia to Ottawa, 
with a viesv to the selection of local 
representatives upon the team annually 
chosen to proceed to Shoeburyness, 

The Dominion A. A. receives each 
year substantial recognition from the 
Federal Govormrient," of the good work 
done by it, in the shape of a money 
grant; and it may fairly bo hoped that 
when the proposed Provincial Artillery 
Association is properly inaugurated u 
grant will be made by the government 
of British Columbia in aid of its objects, 
In ii;eordanco with tho rules of the Do- 
minion Artillery Association such pro- 
vincial associations as may he formed 
are entitled to affiliate with the parent 
institution upon certain conditions ad- 
vantageous to the affiliating member. 
Il is proposed to take immediate steps 
for the formation in this province of 
such an association, and we trust that 
the efforts of those interesting them 
selves in so commendable an undertak- 
ing will meet with the ready and sub- 
stantial assistance from all which the 
project merits, and that, with the birth 
of the If. C. Artillery Association, a 
new and lively interest in artillery mut- 
ters will be evinced. 

The province of Ontario has for the 
last, few years had such an organization, 
ami we hope that the promoters of tho 
B. C. Artillery Association may in thoir 
Srst annual report be enabled to say, 
with the Secretary of that of Ontario, 
that "the good results of the Associa- 
tion during t he first year of its existence 
have far exceeded the highest hopes of 
those who were instrumental in its or- 
ganization."

All was 
well on board.

Although delayed by very heavy wea- 
ther, the trip was made in exceedingly 
fast time, of which Captain Lewis 
should feel proud; and the cargo is sup- 
posed to he in prime condition.

f. M. S. Swiftsuro, wore performed 
berday at Esquimalt, On Friday af- 
ternoon the remains of the unfortunate 
young man were conveyed ashore, ar- 
rayed for burial, and placed in a beauti- 
ful and costly u .skut. The Hags of all 
the warships were drooped at half-mast, 
and yesterday afternoon at 1:30 o'clock 
the funeral party, composed of twenty- 
live officers, twenty marines and 2o0 
seamen, left the ship and proceeded in 
launches to the naval hospital grounds. 
Having landed, tho party took a hist 
look at the features of thoir deceased 
comrade, when the casket was closed 
for the last time, placed on a gun car- 
riage and covered with the Union Jack. 
Theinessmates of thu deceased acted 
as pall-bearers, and, headed by 
the band of the flagship, the 
procession formed and started lor the 
naval cemetery. The firing party was 
composed of lifty men. Capt, ffainlllett 
superintended the arrangements and 
Lieut. Armstrong had charge of the 
funeral party. Arriving at the ceme- 
tery, the casket was consigned to the 
grave, the burial service being read by 
the chaplain of the flagship. The cus- 
tomary three volleys of musketry were 
then fired over tho grave, when the pro- 
cession reformed and returned to the 
laaket were several beau- 
one presented by ( loin- 
launder Sampson, one by thu ship's 
company, one by thu mess of which de- 
ceased was a member, one from Mr. 
Fisher, of Esquimalt, ami one from Mr. 
Smith, of Esquimalt. The remains are 
interred close to thu grave of the late 
Walter Heale, also of the Swiftsiue, 
who died in the naval hospital about 
three weeks ago. 

The late Tlios. Garland, who was 
only eighteen years of age, was a native 
of South Brent, England, where his 
parents now reside A young man who 
lived next door to Garland in South 
Brent is also a seaman on the Swiftsiue, 
and both young men being from the 
same place, naturally were warm friends 
on shipboard. When the accident oc- 
curred to Garland on Friday and he fell 
from aloft, his friend was standing be- 
neath, and the body struck the deck so 
close to the latter as to spatter him with 
the brains of his comrade. The acei 
dent cast a gloom over the entire ship's 
company, the deceased being a general 
favorite with officers and men. 

SHO T A MILLION URE. 

Tho Murderer Claimed to bo Defrauded of 
a Patent. 

New York, Sept. 13.— F. VV. G 
weiu, a millionaire tool manufacturer, 
was murdered this morning by Chris 
tiali Deyhlc. Deyhle claimed that Cess 
wein defrauded him in a patent trans 
action, lie entered Gessweiu's oflici 
this morning and demanded §500. (less 
wein refused olid Deyhlc shot him 
through the heart. Deyhle, who is tin 
years old, was arrested. 

Dchyle had been accustomed to 
upon Gesswein at his store on .John 
street, but after his defeat in the court: 

he discontinued his visits. Nothinj 
had been seen of him for the past si] 
mouths until this morning, when Doyhh 
looked into (losswein's store and in- 
quired for the proprietor. He wui 
shown into Gesswein's private office oi 
tho second Boor. They were alone will 
tbi! door closed and no one knows oxui t 
ly what occurred, 

Charles Rocster, one of the clerks 
who sat next the thin board partition 
which separates Gesswein's office fron 
the remainder <>i the room, says In 
heard Deyhle demand money from (less 
wein, ami when the latter refused there 
was a loud report. Koester rushed into 
the rooih. Gesswein lay dead on the 
Hour. 

Deyhle was standing in the middle of 
the room with a smoking revolver 
his hand. Koester seized him and 
the same time snatched the revolver, 
calling tor help. Deyhle was turned 
over to an officer and taken to tin 

station. The prisoner is an old German 
of medium height, and wears rathe 
long and grizzled beard, as uncouth 
his hair, which is nearly white. 

When asked, "Why did you kill 
Gesswein?" he said: "He has ruined 
inc. 1 invented and had patented a r 
Sector for jewellers, and made sompl 
myself and sold them to (lesswein at $1 
a piece. I lived pretty well on that foi 
a time, but he soon copied my reflector 
himself, and I was unable to get along 
as 1 had it up in the United States court 
before the judge, who decided against 
me Then I decided to leave PllUlldel 
phia, where I was living with two of my 
sisters, and come to New York to speak 
to that man. 1 had no money to go into 
business again, no money to enter tilt 
home for aged people in Philadelphia, 
and I could not remain a burden to my 
sisters. When (lesswein positively re- 
fused my request for $55, I drew a re- 
volver, and quickly fired at him with- 
out leaving the chair I was occupying 
by bis left side." 

(lesswein was -II years of age, and his 
family consisted of Mrs. (lesswein and 
six children, three boys and three girl

The canneries have nearly all closed 
down for the year; their owners being 
satisfied with the season's pack, and do 
not wish to overstock the market. 
Orders are good, ranging from a 31.25 
to $1.40 Iter dozen enns, f. o. b., at the 
cannery.
